Kirk possessed that gift 
His voice was a splendid instrument, 
and he knew how to use it. It is said 
of Gladstone that in the days of his 
greatest power as a speaker people 
would linger in the corridors of the 
house of commons when be was talk- 
ing simply to enjoy the sound of the 
tone of his voice, although they could 
not distinguish a word that was said, 
Something of this same quality made 
Kirk’s voice a fascination for an audi- 
ence. Whatever it was it could truly 
be called a great gift of God. 

And he used it now in a godlike man- 
ner. He began by calling attention to! 
the fact that the people of the state! 
were trying to abolish the saloon by 
legislative amendment to the constitu. 
tion, At such a time as that, for the 
temperance people to act in a lawless 
manner toward even the enemies ot 
the home and the church would be an 
act of folly so great that it might en- 
danger the entire movement for prohi- 
bition, 

“Il am perhaps.” continued Malcom, 
“the most interested person in this 
It is my chureb that 
has been burned and my home that bas 
been destroyed. And yet | say to you 
men that if you attempt to use violence 
toward ‘Big Jake’ or any other saloon 
keeper on the ground of this circum. 
stantial evidence and take the law into 
your own hands | will defend bim 
from sucb violence at the risk of my! 
own life. Let us act like men in this 
matter—like men who see furtber than 
personal vengeance and are determin: 
ed that our fight shall be directed not 
against the saloon keeper so much as 
against the business he represents, 
That is what we want to fight for in 
behalf of all our bomes-and churches 
and our state and country.” 

He got down off the box after he had 
spoken and appealed in a quiet but 
powerful manner to some of the more 
influential men in the crowd not to 
let the men act lawlessly, His speech 
and appeal bad their effect. A small 
group of men on the edge of the crowd 
gathered farther up the street, and aft- 
er Kirk bad gone home they marched 
up to "Big Jake’s” saloon, only to ind 
it closed and the proprietor fled.

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One of the most interesting papers 
read at the convention of the Cana- 
dian Forestry Assdciation held re- 
cently in Regina-was that by Mr. 
pnees Mackay, superintendent of the 
Indian Head Experimental Farm, his 
subject being ““I'ree Planting on the 
Prairies.”” The results of his experi- 
ments, as given in his address, are 
that the native maple is a very un- 
Satisfactory tree im some respects; 
its propensity to send out suckers 
from 1 parts of the trunk being 
a@ constant cause of trouble when 
rown singly; though when used for 

edge purposes the suckering is an 
advantage. The ash may be consid- 
ered one of the best trees yet obtain- 
ed for the prairies, its only fault. be- 
ing its lateness in leafing out in the 
spring, and earliness in losing them 
in the fall. Native or American elm 
for street or avenue purposes are the 
most. satisfactory yet secured, their 
only fault being the liability to have 
branches broken in heavy wind- 
storms. Dakota cottonwood has 80 
far proved. a good avenue or shade 
tree on the experimental farm. _ This 
variety is easily propagated from cut- 
tings, and, except the Russian pop- 
lar, surpasses all others in growth. 

Russian .poplar, which at one time 
gave promise of being a valuable var- 
iety for this seer ad has for some 
years been injured by a fungus dis- 
ease which makes the trunk unsight- 
ly and eventually kills the tree. The 
native birch which grows in many 
sections of the prairie, is well worthy 
of extensive growth, both for orna- 
mental and commercial purposes. 
This is usually abundant each year. 
The cut-leaf birch is quite hardy, 
and the most beautiful tree to be 
found in all Canada. Mountain ash 
which in the early years was ex- 
tremely tender, is now quite hardy 
and at all seasons one of the most 
beautiful trees that can be grown. 
In the summer with its white flowers, 
or in the fall with the large clusters 
of red berries, it is especially attrac- 
tive. 

In the ‘evergreen farhily, the 
Scotch, jack and stone pine, Rocky 
Mountain, Norway and white spruce, 
and balsam fir are ite hardy. Tam- 
arack or larch, both native and Euro- 
pean, is hardy, also nearly all the 
Arbor Vitae (cedar) family, but the 
latter are very slow growers. 

In the twenty years of tree-growing 
on the experimental farm, cultivation 
has been the main reliance towards 
success. With a few exceptions, wat- 
er has never been used, even in the 
dryest seasons. In all cases the land 
was prepared the year before plant- 
ing; either by betes 8 pauses. 
aw Ulu **. naw. et. fa " 
curred with “ortho” of these brepara: 
tions when ‘the trees were in proper 
condition at the time of planting. 
The last week in April (or the first 
two weeks in May have’ been found 
the best time to plant deciduous 
trees. Late in May has given better 
results with evergreen varieties, on 
account of the strong and -warm 
winds prior to that time injuring the 
leaves or needles. 

In propagating trees from seed, ma- 
ple, ash, elm and birch are the only 
varieties attempted on a large scale. 
ripens its seed early in June, 
and should be gathered at ohce and 
sown shallow as soon as dry. The 
other varieties come in about the 
time of wheat harvest, or early in 
September. Ash and birch should be 
sown late in the fall or early spring, 
with no danger of being winter-kill- 
ed. Maple can be sown in the fall 
with considerable risk of being kill- 
ed, or can be sown early in May 
with safety. When fall sowing suc- 
ceeds, as it has dome for some years 
back, the growth of the young plants 
over the spring sown, is very mark- 
ed. A wise plan is to sow both in 
fall and spring. 


Farms In Clay Belt. 

Hon..James 8. Duff, Minister of 
Agriculture, has returned from a trip 
to northern Ontario. He went as far 
north as Cochrane. He said that the 
\quality of the soil along the Tamis- 
\aming and Nothern Ontario Rafl- 
way is such as to warrant him in pre- 
dicting that within the next twenty- 
five years there would be more good 
farms surrounding the Government 
railway than there are from Toronto 
to North Bay. Despite some muskeg 
there is an abundance of rich clay 
soil,.of which the town site of Coch- 
rane is a good sample. 

The experimen‘ farm at Drift- 
wood has made satisfactory progress 
in demonstrating the quality and pro- 
ductiveness of the soil in that part 
of the province, Oates sown lust 
spring have matured splendidly, and 
turnips, cabbages and other vege- 
tables have yielded excellent speci- 
mens. Two acres of fall wheat sown 
this year are showing up well. 

“While .north,”’ said the Minister, 
“we discussed the question of the 
town site of Monteith, and in all 
probabilit arrangements will be 
made in the course of a few days for 
making a survey on the opposite side 
of the railway from the farm build-

Text of the Lesson, Matt. ii, 1-12 
Memory Verses, 11, 12—Golden Text, 
Matt. i, 21—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stear 


There is one great truth emphasized 
in this gospel and in the New ‘esta. 
Ment which is not made much of by 
preachers and teachers, us a rule, and 
that is that Jesus is the son of David, 
the promised heir to David's throne. 
See in Matt. 1, 1; Rev. xxii, 16 how 
the New Testament begins and ends 
with this and note how Puul uses it in 
Rom. |, 3; 11 Tim. fi, 8 See Gabriel's 
use of it in-his meskuge to Mary In 
Luke i, 32, 33, and Peter's reference 
to it in h's great Pentecostal discourse 
in Acts ti, 30. Then take the question 
of the wise men in our lesson, “Where 
is He that is born King of the Jews?” 
Remember that that title in the lan. 
guages of Jews and gentiles was placed 
over His cross and that when He shall 
come again in His giory and Israel 
shall say, “This is our God; we have 
waited for Him, and He will save us," 
it will be to make Jernsalem the 
throne of the Lord, that ali the nations 
may be gathered unto it, to the name 
ot the Lord, to Jerusalem. Then. the 
Lord being King of Israei in the midst 
of them, they shall not see evil any 
more, and He will make them a name 
and a praise among uil the people of 
the earth. Then sball all the nations 
bring their wealth to Israel, even as 
these wise men did, and Israe! shall 
blossom and bud and fill the face of 
the earth witb fruit (Isa, xxv. 9; Jer. 
ili, 17; Zeph. ili, 15, 19, 20; tsa. Ix, 5; 
margin xxvii, 6). I sincerely trust that 
every teacher may verify what I have 
said by these and other texts and thus 
have the best possible kind ot Christ- 
mas lesson concerning Him of whom 
the prophet said, “Out ot thee (Bethie- 
bem Epbratahb) shall He come -fortn 
unto me to be ruler in Israel, whose 
goings forth have:been *trom of old, 
from the days of eteruity’: (Mic. v, 2). 
or, as it is in our lesson, “Out of thee 
shall come a governor that shail rule 
my people Israel” (verse 6). Such a 
king as Herod might well be troubled 
horwid time will come when the kings 
of the earth and the great and rich 
and migbty men shall cail on\moun- 
tains and rocks to tall on them und 
hide them from His face ‘and His 

wrath (Rev, vi, 15-17). 
priests and scribes knew propbecy well 
enough to be able to tell where the 
Messiab sbould be born, but their 
knowledge did them no good, for when 
He came publicly and in every way 
Proved Hiinseif the Messiub about thir- 
ty years later they rejected Him and 
killed Him. It is not a knowleage of 
Him nor of what tbe Scriptures say 
about Him that saves any one, but 
only the heart reception of Him, ae- 
cording to Jobn i, 12. Some day we 
shall Know more than we can now 
about these wise men—who they were, 
how many there were, just worre they 
came from, what they Kuew about maim 
or His star and how they came to 
know what they did. If the star led 
them all the way to His tand we won- 
der why they turned trom it to call 
upon Herod and inquire of him. We 
note that when they Jeft Herod the 
star seemed to be waiting for them, 
for it went before them tilt it came 
and stood over where the young chiid 
was, leading them to {be very house, 
This was-therefore no ordinary star, 
but a supernatural light, a beaveniy 
messenger, and it makes us more than 
ever interested ip these men whom 
God so honored. When they saw the 
star again after leaving Herod they 
rejoiced with exceeding great ‘joy 
(verse 10), and we do uot wonder, for 
it must bave been like passing trem 
hell to heaven to come trom such a 
Presence into the presence of God's 
own wessenger. When the anget 
brought the shepherds word the giory 
of the Lord sbone round abont them, 
and the message was, “Keboid, 1 bring 
you good tidings of great joy, which 
Shall be to all people.” Peter says of 
Him, “Whom, having uot seen, ye 
love; in whom, though now se see 
Him pot, yet believing, re rejoice with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory” 
(i Pet. i, $8. 

In the presence of this child and His 
mother these men fteli dowb and wor- 
shiped Him, opeved their treasures 
aud presented unto Him gifts, gold 
and frankincense and myrrh (verse 
11).
